Despite Scarcity 
in

County, Price Is

Than in Previous Years. 


FARMER GETS 
As Producer of Apples; 
$244 VERDICT 
Price Gradually Boosted 


So fa r as growers in the north­ 
ern section of Adams county are 
I concerned, 
the 
straw berry crop 
- this year is one of the poorest in 
\ the last fifteen years. 
While ber­ 
ries have been plentiful in sortie 
' sections of the southern part of 
the county, the upper end growers 
complain that the crop is small 
I and their berries are not bringing 
| the prices expected. 
H. T. Sando, of near Bigler­ 
ville, a regular attendant at curb 
m arket, who 
has 
been 
growing 
berries the last fifteen years, said 
this morning that his crop was the 
poorest of any ip tty; ,turie he has 
been cult'vafing harries for m ar­ 
ket sale. 
The lack of snow dur­ 
ing the winter, 
the 
changeable 
w eather and the heavy rains all 
contributed to keep his crop at a 
minimum this year. 
Th" returns from 
the county 
berries ’ 
starting out at 15 cents a box and 
continuing at that price since their 
first appearance. 
One grower re­ 
called that last year berries were 
bringing aa high as 85 cents a box j 
for several days and then dropped 
to their lowest price of IS cents. I

beginning and now* some of the 
growers are forced to let them go j 
at two boxes for a quarter and IO i 
cents each.

Despite the fact that the United

Supreme Court 
recently 
gave the stamp of its approval to 
wire-tapping by government agents 
as a means of obtaining evidence 
in criminal cases arising under the 
Volstead act, the telephone com­ 
panies will not give their sanction 
to any such invasion of private 
rights. 
President J. S. McCulloh, 
of tho New' York Telephone com­ 
pany, is quoted os saying that that 
corporation "will

knowingly 
permit tapping or other interfer­ 
ence 
with 
its 
telephone 
wires. 
Whenever it comes to our notice 
that attempts to do so arc made 
we will take such steps as may 
be necessary to remove such inter­ 
ferences and to protect the privacy 
of our subscribers in their use of 
our telephone service." 
A similar 
statem ent has been issued by the 
Chesapeake and 
Potomac 
Tele­ 
phone 
company, 
which 
serves 
Maryland, Virginia, West Virginia 
and the District of Columbia. 
Presumably this will be the atti­ 
tude of other telephone companies 
throughout the country, and fed- 
< **al snoopers w ill find no * ncour- 
agement from them in their a t­ 
tempts to violate the liberty of the 
citizen guaranteed to him by the 
Constitution. 
This decision of the 
Supreme Court was one of those 
unfortunate 5-to-4 pronouncements 
that carry no moral weight what­ 
ever, and that are of dubious legal­ 
ity. 
Of course, so long as they 
stand they must be respected as 
being the law of the land, but 
everybody know's that a change in 
the membership of the Court may 
bring in a justice who may side 
with th* dissenting four.
